It is hereby notified that the Central Government in exercise of the powers 
conferred by Sections 4 and 5 of the Charitable Endowments Act, 1890 (6 of 1890) 
read with section 21 of the General Clauses Act, 1897 (10 of 1897), and upon the 
application as aforesaid do hereby order that for the existing First Schedule to the 
■said notification the Schedule hereto appended shall be substituted and the said Fund 
shall vest in tho Treasurer of Charitable Endowments for India to be held by him 
and his successors (subject to the provision of the said Act and rules from time to 
time framed thereunder) upon trust to hold the said Fund and the income thereof 
■in accordance with the terms set out in the said scheme.

SJR.O. 129, dated 8th Mar. 1958. — The following bye-laws for regulating the 
collection of Toll Tax in the Chakrata Cantonment, made by the Cantonment Board 
Chakrata. In exercise of 'he powers conferred by clause (3) of section 282 and 
section 283 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), are hereby published tor 
general informal inn, the same having been previously published and having been 
approved and confirmed by the Central Government as required by sub-section (1) 
of section 284 of the said Act, namely; — 

BYE-LAWS FOR REGULATING THE COf. LECTION OF TOLL TAX IN CHAKRATA 

CANTONMENT. 

1. In these bye-laws, unless there is anything repugnant in the subject or context 

(a) ‘Act’ means the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924); 

(b) ‘Barrier’ means a place appointed under the provisions of bye-law 2; 

(c) ‘Board’ means the Cantonment Board, Chakrata; 

(d) ’Toll Tax’ means the tax on animals and vehicles, levied under the 

authority of the Ministry of Defence notification No S.R.O. 372 dated 
the 18th September, 1954. 

2. The Board shall appoint for the collection of Toll Tax such places as may from 
time to time appear to it to be suitable for the purpose, 

3. The Boara shall appoint sunh staff as is required for the collection of Toll Tax 
and members of staff so appointed shall be responsible for the collection of Toll Tax 

4. Every anjmal or vehicle entering into the limits of the Cantonment shall stop 
at the barrier of entry and shall not proceed further untlll the Toll Tax has been 
paid and the receipt In the prescribed form for the amount has been delivered to the 

driver. 
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S. The Executive Officer or any person appointed under bye-law 3 may, on meeting 
any animal or vehicle which he has reason to believe to have entered the Canton- 
ment limits without paying Toll Tax, demand from the person for the time being in 
charge of such animal or vehicle, the receipt for the Toll Tax paid. If the person 
hjo not paid tho Toll Tax leviable on the animal or the vehicle, a report against the 
said person shall be made to the Cantonment Executive Officer with a view to take 
orders as to whether a prosecution should be instituted under section 82(1) of the 
Act. 

G. Tf the officer verifying the receipt has reason to believe that the information 
furnished by the person may not be correct the animal or the vehicle, as the case 
may be shall be impounded and shall be released only when appropriate action 
has been taken or when the said information has been verified to be correct, 

7. A breach of any of these bye-laws shall be punishable with afilne not exceed- 
ing Rupees Fifty only.
